Subject: Bremerton Gas Works Tolling Agreement 

Background: 
The Bremerton Gas Works site is a superfund cleanup located on and adjacent to the Port Washington 
Narrows, Bremerton, Kitsap County, WA. The terrestrial portion of the site includes portions of Kitsap County 
parcels 3711-000-001-0409 and 3741-000-022-0101. Historic activities associated with these parcels has 

resulted in contamination of the parcels and the adjacent state owned aquatic lands. 

The adjacent harbor area was leased by Western Gas and Utilities Corporation under lease 935 on 11-25-1930 
for 15 years. The harbor area was subsequently leased to Western Gas Co. of Washington under lease 1352 
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on 11-25-1945 for a period of 15 years. Lease 1352 was canceled on 2-10-1959. Cascade Natural Gas is the 
successor in interest of Western Gas Co. of Washington. 
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In the fall of 2010 Cascade Natural Gas was ordered to take an interim action at the site to address the 
immediate risks to health, safety and the environment. Additional remedial investigation and feasibility 
studies have been conducted to address long-term remed iation of the site. More information regard ing the 

current status of the site can be found at: https://yosemite .epa.gov/rl0/cleanup.nsf /sites/bremerton­
gasworks. Erika Shaffer, DNR Sed. Quality Unit Lead, is currently the DNR representative on the stakeholder 
committee for this site. A final remedial design has not been selected for this site. 

On March 30, 2016 Cascade Natural Gas Corporation forwarded a tolling agreement to DNR for signature. 
The tolling agreement will pause the running of the period of time set forth by a statute of limitations in 

CERCLA and avoid the need to litigate claims as of May 1, 2016. The tolling agreement is not an admission of 
fact, responsibility, fault or liability. It does not waive or limit any of our legal claims or defenses regarding 
the site. The agreement can be terminated by either party on 30-days notice.
